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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is a response to communications dated 01/22/09. Claims 32 and 
34-53 are pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 34-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

As per claims 34-53, the claims are drawn to a process. However, such process 
is not tied to another statutory class, i.e., a particular machine or apparatus or such 
process transforming underlying subject matter to a different state or thing. Not meeting 
neither of the requirements, the method is not a patent eligible process under § 101 . 
Thus, claims 34-53 are rejected as being directed to non-statutory subject matter. See 
In re Bilski, 88 USPQ2d 1385 (Fed. Cir. 2008).

3. Claim 32 is allowed.
